Sir: 

I, John C. Waldrop, HI, declare and state as follows: 

1. I am an inventor of the invention claimed in Application 09/731,945 filed 
on December 12, 2000. 

2. The invention described and claimed in the application was conceived and 
made while I was employed by McDonnell Douglas Corporation, a subsidiary of The Boeing 
Company (hereinafter referred to as "Boeing."). The invention was related to the work I was 
employed to perform at the time the invention was conceived and first reduced to practice, and 
was made within the scope of my employment duties.
